Interview Summary 

Applicants thank Examiner Sail for his time and consideration of the proposed 
amendments in the telephone interview on October 16, 2007. In the Interview, the 
proposed amendments were discussed. An agreement was not reached. The 
Examiner presented additional interpretations of components of the applied art. 
Namely, the Examiner indicated that the server of Lenz may be interpreted as the 
claimed customer premises telecommunications device. Applicants respectfully 
disagree and note that while a server in general might be interpreted as a hub, the 
server of Lenz does not meet the other claimed limitations of the customer premises 
telecommunications hub. As Applicants do not agree with the new interpretations 
presented in the interview and no agreement was reached on amendments to advance 
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prosecution, Applicants have determined that the best course of action to advance 
prosecution is through the filing of a pre-appeal brief.
